Citizens of Vulcan and vicinity 
were grieved on Sunday, when the 
news of an appalling accident be¬ 
came known. 

Jack Packwbod and Mrs. Sam Fint 
land were drowned at Lake McGreg¬ 
or, and Jessie Packwood had a nar¬ 
row escape. 

The fatality occurred about 3 p.m. 
when the party was skating on the 
east side of the lake, about two miles 
north of the township line, and trav- 
ling in a north-easterly direction. 
Miss Packwood was leading, when 
she suddenly came to a channel about 
fifteen yards wide where the ice was 
only one inch thick; when Jessie was 
two-thirds across, the ice broke and 
she was participated into the water, 
to be followed immediately by her 
brother, Jack, and Mrs. Fintland, an 
intimate friend of Jessie 

Mr. Williams of Armada, who was 
near; procured a rope and by this 
means rescued Jessie; Mr. G. J. Daw¬ 
son who was fishing nearby also ren¬ 
dered valuable assistance; in the 


meantime Jack was supporting Mrs. 
Fintland, but they were four or five 
feet out of the reach of the rope, and 
before further appliances could be 
obtained both disappeared in twenty 
feet of water. Jessie received sym¬ 
pathetic. aid from Mrs. Boe and was 
subsequently brought to her home in 
town. 

Constable Bull and Dr. Burke were 
early on the scene of the disaster, 
and Constable Stanton, Lomond, ar¬ 
rived shortly after with a boat and 
grappling irons. 

Jack’s body was recovered about 
five o’clock and that of Mrs. Fintland 
about half an hour later. 

General regret is expressed at the 
untimely death of these young people 
as is also sympathy with the bereav-

| ty increased their wheat acreage, 
due to the prevailing high prices of 
wheat at that time, and how at the 
plcsent time due to this increased 
acreage the world was producing 
from two to thrlee hundred million 
bushels per year more than the an¬ 
nual consumption by importing coun¬ 
tries.- It was estimated that tihose 
counries importing wheat consumed 
800,000,000 bushels of w'heat per an¬ 
num and at the present time there 
was approximately 500,000,000 sur¬ 
plus over and above the annual con¬ 
sumption. 

The question therefore was for us 
to consider how we could meet this 
problem of overproduction. It was 
admitted that in districts such as 
Vulcan, wheat ; 4 ’!\s the only product 
that could be successfully raised but 
there were many districts in Alberta 
that could be put to more profitable 
use and in these districts he thought 
wheat acreage could and" should be 
considerably reduced. 

In this district then our particular 
problem was to reduce cost of produc 
(ion and elimination of waste and_ 
the suggestions he made were both 
practical and useful. Elimination of 
weeds, pure seed, care required in 
treating seed wheat with formalde¬ 
hyde, suggestions as to how we could 
bring in a seed cleaning machine trr 
our municipality which was for more , 
effective than our ordinary fanning 
mill were all treated in turn by the

they have upheld staunchly Wood’s 
ideals of co-operation, and we doubt 
if any but the merest fraction are in 
favor of compulsion. 

Nevertheless a strong radical ele¬ 
ment does apparently exist in the 
Provincial U.F.A. and Pool body, 
which the saner farmers cannot af¬ 
ford to ignore. Now, more than ever, 
it is important that the substantial 
element should rally together and 
offset the extremist groups. 

In earlier U.F.A. history there 
were conventions when radicals did 
threaten the stability of the organi¬ 
zation. But year by year they were 
calmed down or quietly eliminated, 
till, in recent years the annual con¬ 
ventions have been marked with dig¬ 
nity and discretion. 

Perhaps in this district we have 
grown too accustomed to the high 
standards of our agrarian citizens, 
and fail to realize that there are oth¬ 
er communities made up of far differ 
ent elements. Here there is no an¬ 
tagonism of interest between country 
and town. Our farm citizens do not 
confine their interests to their own 
U.F.A. organization, but are leaders 
in many of the town organizations, 
and are as conscientiously interested 
in the welfare of the town as in that 
of the country. There is constant af¬ 
filiation and blending which'has been 
frequently commented on by outsid¬ 
ers. It is probably because the U.F. 
A. in this district are such all-round 
citizens, that most of us take U.F.A. 
principles as fundamentally sound. 

But that all the province is not im¬ 
bued with the same fair-minded spir¬ 
it is evident from the passing of the 
Compulsory Pool resolution. While 
it may never become effective, it is 
evidence of a state of mind. 

For that reason there is a chal¬ 
lenge hurled at our own local and at 
other strongly Anglo-Saxon locals, 
to marshall their forces as never be¬ 
fore, in order to combat the radical 
elements which clearly are gathering 
strength both in U. F. A. and Wheat 
Pool circles.

In commenting on prices prevail¬ 
ing in Calgary on -various lines of 
staples, the Calgary Albertan records 
a decided drop in the past year.

Raw silk and brassware have de¬ 
flated fully 25 per cent, or more be¬ 
cause of the Chinese and Japanese 
conditions. 

Pottery, hardware, leather goods 
have followed the trend due to the 
depressed conditions in exporting 
countries. 

It is said that wool commodities 
have also fallen considerably.

100 Per Cent. Pool 

If the Hon. Mr. Brownlee, prime 
minister of Alberta, decided to hold 
any vote or plebiscite on the matter 
of the 100 per cent., or compulsory 
pool, as advocated at Calgary, he is 
facing a lot of grief. 

The subject matter is: Who Votes? 

•—Is the vote to he confined to the 
mom Ik. re of the present Pool? 

Is the vote to be accorded all far¬ 
mers within the province? 

Is the vote to be given to those 
who have an equity, whether by mort 
gage or otherwise on farm lands al¬ 
ready in or likely to be in any 100 
per cent. Pool ? 

Is the vqte to be given to those 
who, indirectly, as citizens of Alber¬ 
ta, have a very real interest in the 
outcome as such citizens are certain¬ 
ly involved in the provincial guaran¬ 
tees given the Pool ? 

As the Observer: gathers the gen¬ 
eral opinion of those interested, we 
are led, to believe that wheat, or 
grain farmers only should be given 
the vote on this matter. Yet we are 
told that around ninety per cent, of 
the farmers in Alberta are mortgag¬ 
ed to the eyebrows and- hold only a 
minor equity in their respective prop¬ 
erties. If this be true should these 
farmers be permitted to vote away 
the rights of those holding by mort-* 
gage or lien the major equity? 

Fortunately the compulsory Pool 
cannot be effective legally. The prov¬ 
ince can pass the statute easily 
enough, but any court in the land 
will upset it as ultra vires, both of 
law and common-sense.—Vegreville 
Observer.

Motorists Urged to Meet Following 
Requirements 


Buyers Read 


With advent of the gravelled road 
through this district it is naturally 
to be expected that there will be a 
greatly increased amount of traffic. 
The improved surface will also tend 
to greater speed and with this comes 
a greater hazard of accidents. The 
provisions of the Vehicles and High¬ 
ways Traflfic Act are quite clear and 
were made for tihe protection of the 
public. It is therefore encumbent up¬ 
on the authorities to see that these 
provisions are enforced. 

Motorists are reminded they are re 
quired to register their vehicles and 
to display their licenses legibly both 
back and front. An adequate rear 
vision mirror is also required to be 
placed on trucks. 

At night a car is required to carry 
a red rear light which will illuminate 
the rear license plates and also two 
white front lights, the beams of 
vdhich must not project about forty- 
two inches at a distance of 70, feet. 

The driver of a car with one head¬ 
light or with glaring lights is a pub¬ 
lic menace and as such should be 
suppressed. If you object to meeting 
glaring lights see that your own do 
not offend. 

In their own interests therefore, 
motorists are urged to meet these 
requirements and to do unto the oth¬ 
er fellow as you would have him do 
to you.
